
REMARKS 

The Notice alleged that the previously provided computer readable form did not comply 
with 37 CFR §§ 1 .822 or 1 .823, and it also recited that a hard copy of the raw error report was 
enclosed. However no such error report was enclosed with the Notice. The Notice also stated 
that the computer readable form (a diskette) was not readable, thus suggesting that the problem 
might have been a damaged disk, e.g., related to sterilization of Patent and Trademark Office 
Mail. 

In response, Applicants enclose herewith a substitute Sequence Listing, in both computer 
readable form and in paper form, that is believed to fully conform to the requirements of 37 
CF.R. §§ 1.821 - 1.825. The substitute Sequence Listing is updated, e.g., to recite the U.S. 
serial number and the U.S. filing date of the instant patent application.
